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JULY  BASE  PRICE  $3.1+9 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  base  price  of  $3.U9  for  July  1958  deliveries  of 
Grade  A  base  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte,  Indiana,  milk  order. 
The  base  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will  be  ad¬ 
justed  by  a  differential  of  6.9  cents  for  each  one-tenth  percent  that  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  price  is  ten  cents  higher 
than  the  June  price,  but  is  seventeen  cents  lower  than  the  base  price  of  July 
1957. 

JULY  EXCESS  FRICE  $2.92 


July  deliveries  of  Grade  A  excess  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte, 
Indiana,  milk  order  will  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  $2.92  per  hundredweight  for 
3.5  percent  milk  and  adjusted  by  the  same  differential  of  6.9  as  is  used  for 
base  milk.  These  minimum  prices  are  subject  to  a  3  cent  per  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  authorized  hauling  charges.  A 
uniform  price  of  $3.1+0  per  hundredweight  was  computed  for  comparative  purposes. 
This  price  is  eleven  cents  higher  than  June,  but  sixteen  cents  less  than  a 
year  ago. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Producer  receipts  on  a  daily  basis  have  declined  almost  17  percent  from  June, 
but  are  only  one-fourth  of  a  percent  less  than  July  a  year  ago.  Class  I 
utilization  of  producer  receipts  was  up  to  61+.6  percent,  as  compared  to  $2 
percent  for  June. 

TRANSPORTATION  TAX 

The  Tax  Rate  Extension  Act  of  1958  repealed  the  transportation  tax  that  producers 
have  been  paying  on  milk  hauling  when  it  has  been  hauled  by  a  contract  hauler. 

Any  hauling  paid  for  after  August  1,  1958,  does  not  have  the  3  percent  tax. 

REFERENDUM 


The  results  of  the  referendum  conducted  the  latter  part  of  July  were  in  favor 
of  accepting  the  amended  order  as  was  published  with  the  final  decision  on 
July  11,  1958.  The  effective  date  of  this  amended  order  was  August  1,  1958, 
and  hereafter  Order  No.  67  will  be  called  The  South  Bend-LaPorte -Elkhart, 
Indiana,  Marketing  Area.  Future  price  announcements  and  computations  will  be 
for  the  expanded  marketing  area.  The  estimated  number  of  handlers  in  the 
market-wide  pool  will  be  twenty  eight.
